ACCIDENT AT LEVEL CROSSING. 


A case was heard in which Thomas Power 
and his wife, Maria Power, of McGrath's 
Cross-roads, Co. Waterford, claimed damages 
under Lord Campbell’s Act for the loss of 
their son, James Power, from the defendant, 
Timothy Moloney, proprietor of the Abbey 
Motor Garage, Athlunkard street, Limerick.

CONSTRUCTION OF FARMER’S 


INTENTION. 


(BEFORE THE CHIGF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MU RNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiff in the case of O’Driscoll v. 
Shortin and another from an order made by 
Mr. Justice Meredith in the matter of the 
estate of William O'Driscoll, farmer, late of 
Garranveigh, Kilbrittain, Co. Cork, which 
related to the construction to be placed upon 
the deceased man’s will, which was described 
as a “‘home-made’”’ one, because it was not 
drawn up by a lawyer or in Jegal Janguage. 

The testator, by his will, gave to his wife, 
now deceased, his farm of 92 acres odd, £470 
in bank, and other assets, adding, in a later 
clause, that after his wife’s death the 
“ place’’ was to go to “ her best wishes ” for 
the benefit of the O’Driscoll side, particularly 
of his brother, Joseph O'Driscoll, and his 


| family, if he had any. 


Mr. Justice Meredith held that the true 
construction of the testator’s will was that his 
widow, Mrs. Mary Anne O'Driscoll, took an 
absolute interest in the testator’s property, 
and was entitled to dispose of it as she 
pleased. 

On behalf of the appellant it was contended 
that the testator clearly intended to give his 
wife only a life interest in the property, with 
a power of appointment coupled with a trust 
in iaveur of the O'Driscoll family next-of-kin. 

For the defendants it was submitted that 
the absolute gift to the wife could not be 
cut down to a gift with a power of appoint- 
ment and a trust attached for the purposes 
described, and that the absolute gift of the 
land in the first clause could not affected 
or modified by the later and separate clause 
as to what was to be done after the wife’s 
death, because of the uncertainty as to 
whose “good wishes ” the testator meant, or 
in whose favour exactly the alleged power of 
appointment with a trust was to be exercised. 

Their Lordships were unanimously of 
opinion that there was no evidence in the case 
to suggest a power of appointment; that even 
if there was it could not be exercised on 
account of the uncertainty, to which refer- 
ence had been made, and that Mr. Justice 
Meredith’s construction of the will was 
correct. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed, and 
Mr. Justice Meredith’s dicision affirmed with 
costs.

WAR DEPARTMENT PLAINTIFFS. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Judgment was delivered in the case of the 
War Department v. Whelan, which was con- 
cerned with the specific performance of a 
contract for the purchase cf 284 acres of land 
by the Minister for Defence for Government 
purposes from the defendant, Mr. Joseph 
Whelan, the owner of some 45 statute acres 
of land at the Curragh, County Kildare. 

The defendant, it appeared, had entered 
into an agreement with the British War 
Department to lease them the 28} acres at 
£160 a year for a remount stdtion, the War 
Department to have the option of buying the 
land for £1,025. An agreement was subse- 
quently entered into with the Minister for 
Defence of the Saorstat for the purchase of 
the land at the price mentioned. 

Proceedings were afterwards taken in con- 
nection with the matter; and Mr. Justice 
Meredith made an order against the 
defendant for the specific performance of the 
contract, directing him +o execute a convey- 
ance of the land to the plaintiff. 

The case had now come before the 
court on summons in consequence of a 
dispute with reference to the extent 
of the area meluded in the purchase 
deed, raised by the defendant, who 
stated that it did not include a plot on which 
two of his stables stand, and that the map 
of the premises which had been prepared was 
inaccurate in that respect. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, giving judgment, said 
that he must decide that the lands comprised 
in the agreement had been correctly delineated 
in the map. He made an order declaring that 
the two stables belonged to the defendant, 
and that the paddock where they were 
to the plaintiff. He sug- 
ested, however, that an arrangement might 
be made between the parties, by way of com- 
pensation to the defendant, that a margin of 
ten feet at the stables might be left for the 

urpose of convenient access, and wished to 
ba that suggestion submitted to the War 
Department ; both parties to abide their own 
costs. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., who, with Mr. Bewley 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), ap- 
peared for the Minister for Defence, said that 
he would convey his lordship’s suggestion to 
the pape authorities. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., who, with Mr. Connolly

PRISON REFORM.

MAKING THE CRIMINAL A 
GOOD CITIZEN. 


At a meeting of the Zion Literary. and De- 
bating Society last night, in the Parochial 
oY 'E Bushy Park road—Captain Gilmore pre- 
siding, 

Mr. Hector Hughes delivered a lecture on 
‘* Reformative Penal Systems.” He indicated 
the extent to which the modern, penal systems 
had failed by pointing out that in almost 
every European country the financial burden 
caused by crime year by year had grown 
more rapidly than the population. Crime 
was seven times more prevalent in the United 
States now than it was sixty’ years ago, and 
in that country the cost of crime amounted 
to one-third of the total cost of government. 

They had made poor progress since the 
ancient days when crime was met by revenge, 
or later when it was met by punishment or 
restitution. To-day there is a mixture of 
punishment and attempted reformation. It 
remained for the future to try careful 
diagnosis of individual cases followed by 
scientific and suitable education. 

To-day they still had persons eentenced to 
long terms of morale destroying and mind- 
numbing work without any regard to their 
hope for reformation. They are carefully 
secluded from every elevating and enobling, 
o- even will-strengthening force, so that at 
the end of their terms they are thrown. back 
into the world of effort and temptation less 
fit, morally and physically, to face its pro- 
blems than when they were sentenced. 

Having reviewed present-day prison 
systems, Mr. Hughes said that something 
should be done to cxamine each case with a 
view to giving it such curative treatment as 
would. convert the criminal into a good 
citizen. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Hughes 
on the motion of the Rev. Parkinson Hill, 
seconded by Mr. C. G. Warner.

and 12th November; they also claimed an in- 
junction and an inquiry as to damages. 

The defendant denied the plaintiffs’ .allega- 
tions, and claimed that he was not bound 
br any restriction regarding dates of grazing. 

Mr. Maxwell, K.C.. and Mr. Lowry (in- 
structed by Mr. J.  . M‘Ninch) appeared 
for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Murphy, K.C., 
and Mr. Porter (instructed by Messrs. 
O’Rorke, M‘Donald and Tweed) represented 
the defendant. 

His Lordship said that he was coerced by 
the authorities to find that the acts of the 
defendant ‘omplained of did not amount to 
an ouster, and, therefore, no damages or 
injunction could be grante” against the de- 
fendant for grazing these sheep during the 
last four winters. The only remedy left open 
to the plaintiffs was the acknowledged claim 
for a partition or sale. The plaintiffs repre- 
sented more than a moiety of the owners, 
and asked for a sale in lieu of partition. It 
would be practically -impossible to have an 
equitable partition of these lands. He 
would accordingly refer the ‘matter to 
Chambers to ascertain who now were the 
owners, and in what shares and proportions. 
H~- would further direct a sale of these lands 
free from all encumbrances, and direct tl.c 
costs of this suit to be paid out of the pur- 
chase money. —

CLAIM. OF MURDERED 


DETECTIVE’S PARENTS. 

(BEFORE JUDGE pnomeeers:). 

story of the murder of Thomas 
Fitzgerald, a member of the ‘Criminal In- 
vestigation Department, Oriel House, on the 
19th of October, 1923, was re-told yesterday, 
when the parents of the dece claimed 
compensation for the death of their son. “ .. 
Mr. E. A. Robinson (instructed by Messrs:: 
Matheson, Ormsby and Prentice), for the. 
spewenete, said that the circumstances were 
that at about 5.20 o'clock on the evening of 
the 19th October, 1923, a telephone messAge 
was received at Oriel House to the effect that 
a candle factory at Ashbourne was being 
raided by armed men. A lorry was sent out 
from Oriel House with Inspector O'Driscoll, 
Sergeant Mooney, and two other members, 
one of whom s Fitagerald. They found : 
that the raiders robbed the factory, and 
they pursued them. About five hundred yards 
from Dunsink, and on the way to Dublin, 
they overtook three cyclists going towards the 
nan a The detectives called upon them to 
halt, but without result, 

The lorry was then driven rapidly until it 
had passed the cyclists, the first of whom 
dismounted and put his hands up, and was 
taken into custody. The other two cyclists 
ran through the fields, and were pursued by 
Inspector O'Driscoll and Sergeant Mooney. 
A running revolver fight ensued, and one of 
the men was wounded badly in the head and 
died reps wre The other man, who tried 
to escape, was also arrested. 

Detective Fitzgerald was left with the lorry 
on the road, in charge of the prisoner who 
had surtendered. When Inspector 0’Driscoll 
returned to the lorry he found that Fitzgerald 
had been shot dead and that the prisoner— 
William Downes—had escaped. Downes was 
arrested in Dublin that night, and was sub- 
sequently tried dnd convicted and hanged for 
murder. The other prisoner got fiye years’ 
penal servitude. | 

Mr. W. G. Shannon, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Fallon (instructed by Mr. Early, solicitor), 
appeared for the Dublin County+ Council, said 
that he regretted having to oppose the ap- 
plication. He submitted that--the deceased 
was not a peace officer at all,.and that he 
was not killed in trying to prevent a breach 
of the peace, but was killed by his own 
prisoner, who was trying to escape. 

Detective Sergeant John Mooney, who was 
engaged in the pursuit of the three robbers, 
bore out Mr. Robinson's statement, 

NOT A PEACE OFFICER. 

Mr. Shannon said that the applicants’ claim 
could not succeed. He cited a case in which 
Patrick Murphy wrs the applicant and the 
Cork County Counci! were the respondents in 
support of his contention. In that case an 
application for compensation failed because it 
was not shown that there was any special 
animus against the policeman. In the present 
case it was .clear that there was no. special 
animus against Fitzgerald, but that he was 
shot by the prisoner while the latter was 
trying to escape from custody. 

Counsel also quoted the case of Rowe v. 
Cork County Council, in which theed 
refused compensation to the widow 
Constable Rowe on the same grounds. He 
contended that Fitzgerald was. not a peace 
officer within the meaning of Section 106 of 
the Grand Jury Act, but was a member of the 
Criminal Investigation Departmaent. As a 
matter. of fact, the Minister for Justice had 
given a gratuity of £100 in this case. There 
was no evidence that at the time of the 
murder he was endeavouring to bring dis- 
turbers of the peace to justice. 

Mr. Robinson replied to the points raised. 

Judge Dromgoole held that the case did not 
come within Section 106 of the Grand Jury 
Act, and dismissed the claim. 


DAMAGED CELTIC CROSS.

FURTHER MALICIOUS INJURY 
CLAIMS. 

Mr. Henry Emery, sculptor, 17 Great 
Brunswick street, claimed £16 for damage to 
a Celtic cross on the night of the 8th Decem- 
ber last. 

Mr. T. J. Furlong, solicitor, examined the 
applicant, who stated that on the night in 
question there was a Celtic cross inside the 
railings at his premises. Next morning he 
found the cross broken in two. 

Mr. Faring. - What height was this cross? 

Applicant—Seven feet six inches. 

Mr. Furlong—At that time you had an 
order on hands for two Celtic crosses * 

Applicant—Yes; for the 16th (Irish)

Judge Dromgoole awarded the full amount 
claimed, £10 to be on the City and £6 on 
the County of Dublin. 

Mrs. Agnes Egan was awarded £235 for 
malicious injury to premises at 16 Sackville 
place and to stock of wines, spirits, beer, etc. 

It was stated that the average profits for 
four years preceding the burning was 35.86 
per cent.

Mr. George Gavan Duffy (instructed by Mr. 
John McDonald, solicitor) was. for the ap- 
plicant ; and Mr. T. F. Burke, solicitor, répre- 
sented the Dublin Corporation. 

Henry J. Exley claimed £85 compensation 
for injury to a Buick motor car, his property, 
which was taken from Mr. Reynolds’s garage, 
Dalkey, on the 23rd September, 1923. 

Evidence was given for the applicant that 
the motor car was taken from the garage 
where it was stored and either driven or run 
against a wall, the wheels and front portion 
of the car being seriously damaged. It was 
stated that the applicant’s vines had been 
interfered with, and that malice was probable 

Mr. W. J. Fallon (instructed by Mr. Early), 
for the County Council. submitted that there 
was no malice, and that it was a case of 
larceny. 

Judge Dromgoole held that the damage was 
malicious and awarded £60, to be levied off 
Dalkey and Kingstown urban districts. 

Messrs. J. W. Elvery and Co. claimed, and 

were awarded, £7 4s. 10d. for the breaking 
of a plate glass window at 66 Dawson street 
on Armistice Day, 1925. 
Thomas Fallon was awarded £13 3s. for 
damage to‘his plate glass window at 2 Talbot 
street, caused by the explosion in the Master- 
piece Cinema in November last. 


TAKEN TO WASH-HOUSE. 


A CASE OF TECHNICAL 
IMPRISONMENT. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PICOT.) 

Patrick Halpin, 113 Mountpleasant Build- 
ings, suing by his father, claimed damages 
against George Pise, pork butcher, Ranelagh, 
for alleged assault and battery and false 
imprisonment. sigh 
Evidence given on behalf of the plaintiff 
was that, with another boy, on the 22nd June 
last, he was sitting on a wall outside Egling- 
ton House, Ranelagh, when the defendant 
came along, seized hold of him and took him 
to the house, where he told a lady that he 
was going to send for the police for him. 
The defendant then took the boy to the wash- 
house and kept him there for some time. 
While inside the boy was bitten by a dog. 

Dr. Adye Curran gave evidence that he 
attended the boy on the 25rd June for dog 
bites on the leg and face. 

The defendant denied that the dog inter- 
fered with the boy. On this day he was 
visiting Mrs. Steele, his mother-in-law, who 
owns Relington House, and found the plain- 
tiff in the shrubbery. He took him to the 
house and reported the matter to Mrs. Steele. 
He then took the boy to the washhouse, 
where he left him for about a minute, taking 
him out when he began to cry. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
the cuts on the boys legs and face were 
likely caused by thorns in the shrubbery. 

Judge Pigot agreed that there was no 
assault and battery, but held that there was 
a technical imprisonment, and awarded the 
nominal damages of one shilling. 


STRUCK BY DRAY SHAFTS,

Louis Levinson, suing by his _ father, 
Maurice Levinson, of 28 Lower Pembroke 
street, Dublin, claimed damages for personal!

A hay dray belong- 
ing to the defendants was standing there, with, 
the shafts upright, and during the course 
of the play the shafts of the dray were 
knocked down by the other boy, William 
Flood, and fell on the plaintiff, fracturing 
his knee cap. The boy was detained in hos- 
pital for six weeks. 

The defence was that the company were 
not liable, as the dray was in constant use, 
and, ordinarily, would not fave been left in 
the public laneway so as to be an attraction 
for children to play upon.

FINANCE OF FOX HUNTING. 


The finance of fox hunting (says an interesting 
paragraph in the City Notes of The Times of 
yesterday) is a subject upon which no precise 
figures are obtainable, but we have secured from 
a well-informed source an estimate of the annual 
expenditure on this essentially English form of 
sport. The figures show how substantially hunting 
contributes to the trade of the country, a point 
of interest in view of the statement rec@ntly made 
that, owing to the increasing use of wire in one 
particular part of the country, the sport in that 
area was threatened with extinction. here are 
186 packs of foxhounds in England and Scotland, 
and in the season the hunting days average just 
over 500 per week. Assuming that an average 
field is 50 per day and each horse does two days 
per week, we get a total of approximately 80,000 
hunters--an estimate which is confirmed by the 
fact that dnaring the first ten days of the war 
the Remount Department commandeered 114,000 
hunters. The annual upkeep of these 186 packs 
and 80,000 horses is estimated at, roughly, 
£10,000,000. This sum is made up as follows:— 
£3,200,000 paid in wages to grooms, etc.; 
£4,160,000 for foraging at £1 per horse per 
week: £560.000 for shoeing 80,000 horses at £7 
per horse per annum; £837,000, the cost of keep- 
ing 186 packs; £500,000 for saddlery, clothing, 
etc.: £320,000 for veterinafy surgeons; and 
£425,000 for fuel, sundries, etc.

Democracy and Art. 


“ The indifference of the public to the 
importance of civic beauty is a lamentable 
fact,” said Mr. Guy Dawber, in a presi- 
dential address before the Royal Institute 
of British Architects on Monday. Sir 
Frank Dicksee remarked that it was 
difficult to established a tradition “in a 
country which had to be a democracy,”’ 
and that artists” must. place their 
hope in an improvement of the artistic 
education of the public. It is true that 
we owe the splendours of neo-classical 
architecture to kingly and aristocratic 
builders, In a Stuart king, who, for all 
his: buffoonery, was a fine scholar, Inigo 
Jones found the patron who grudged no 
‘pains or expense to ennoble Whitehall. 
It is toa proud and cultivated caste that we 
owe the dignity of Georgian Dublin. That 
democracy, nevertheless, may have 
noble works of material beauty is proved 
by Greece; for there the race that taught 
democracy to the world wrought in stone 
an art which has almost the formal per- 
fection of the human figure. The Gothic 
art was the work of democratic craftsmea, 
toiling not to the pattern of a master 
mind, but to an idea living in the common 
imagination. To-day democratic America 
leads the nations in architectural develop- 


ics 


ment. Courageously devising new forms 
to suit new materials, American architects 
are evolving cyclopean structures graced 
ornaments’ drawn from the older 
schools. The secret of America’s success 
lies in her system of architectural schools 
—the system, perhaps, which always must 
be democracy’s safeguard against vulgarity. 
The best work of New York and Chicago 
proceeds not from individual architects, 
but from firms in which groups of artists 
labour together like the creators of the 
great works of the Gothic age. In Ireland 
to-day we have artists of vision and 
abilty, but we lack wealthy patrons like 
those of America, and people of cultivated 
taste like those of the Latin countries. 
For generations men have built houses 
complete 


with 


in our land with a in- 


difference to beauty. A photograph of 
the main street in any one of our country 
towns might be mistaken for a photograph 
of the main street in any other: there is 
the same drabness, the same rectangular 
severity, the same monotonous and un- 
adorned frontage. Only where relics of 
the finer past appear—like the battlements 
of Limerick or the tall houses of Galway, 
with their queer gargoyles—or where 
Nature has overruled the work of hands 
by lifting a mountain in the background, 
have our cities, towns and villages any 
memorable Jineaments. Scotland, with so 
scanty a population outside the tenements 
of Glasgow, is.a land of handsome villages 
and dignified towns. Even tne crofter’s 
cottage has charm in its sloping lines, 
while its Irish equivalent is as ugly as a 
packing-case. We have, indeed, a few 
little. towns, encouraged by the tourist 
traffic to pursue beauty—such as Bun- 
its cream-tinted and airy 
simplicity—which are an example to the

Apprentices. 


When the jolly ’prentice boys of Cheap- 
side stood at their masters’ booths, crying 
to all and sundry, ‘‘ What d’ye lack 7” 
they would have marvelled if any prophet 
had told them that the whole system of 
apprenticeship would pass away. In those 
times every lad was reconciled to years of 
stern service, with no relaxation save an 
occasional holy day, when there would be 
breaking of heads with cudgels and many 
rash promises at the maypole. On: the 
discipline of the apprentice depended true- 
ness of workmanship and honesty of deal- 
ing. Down to the days of our parents 
apprenticeship continued in many dis- 
tricts in its pristine severity; but in an 
age of liberty laxity began. The young folk 
‘revolted against the old-time rigours, and 
now apprenticeship is almost dead. I 
England the decay of the old. system has 
resulted in a serious dearth of skilled 
workers. The Education Committee of 
the London County Council proposes to 
erect a school of arts and crafts at 
Hammersmith, costing nearly £60,000. 
for the express purpose of supplying the 
training which formerly was received 
i “ The London boy 
the Committee: declares, 
“has even less opportunity to enter 
one of the skilled “building ‘trades 
than the boy. of 1012.” In. a given 
year, when 3,400 additional _ skilled 
workers im the building trade were 
needed, the supply from London was only 
ninety-six. The new schoo] will offer in- 
struction in junior day technical classes 
to 180 pupils, and advanced night classes 
will be open to 800 men who are engaged 
by day in wage-earning occupations 
London’s experience is shared by the cities 
and towns of Ireland. With our people 
all manner of technical training has fallen 
into neglect, not merely through the pass- 
ing of apprenticeship, but by the wither- 
ing of the very desire for inuprovement. 
We hope that the City Commissioners of 
Dublin and Cork, who have done so mu*h 
for civic progress, may find opportunity iv 
stimulate technical training in order that 
the new cities which they are building 
may ‘have: citizens who-will he 
maintain their dignity and wealth.

At the meeting of a large 
warehouse company in London, on 
Monday, the chairman said that, while 
formerly seven yards of material, at least 
forty-four inches wide, went to the making 
of a dress, ‘‘ to-day two or three yards of 
material, about fifty inches wide, are al! 
that is necessary or appears necessary.” 
Now, if dresses really are to become longer, 
the larger demand for cloth in these 
islands will mean larger cargoes for ships 
and more employment for transport 
workers, spinners, weavers and dress- 
makers. Fashion is one of the great 
arbiters of trade, and, if she were an 
economist—but, if she were an economist, 
she would not be Fashion. 


STAINED GLASS AT AN 
TUR GLOINE. 


(BY HYLDA BOYD.) 

It is to be deplored that steps were not 
taken to make more widely known the exhibi- 
tion of stained and painted glass on view at 
the Pembroke street Studio last week. ‘Lhe 
designing and making of stained and painted 
glass windows is one of the finest, and, one 
might venture to add, one of the most 
mature industries of our city at the present 
time, the work produced manifesting almost 
invariably a decorative sense and conception 
of design quite superior to the results ob- 
tained by our artists. when attempting to 
design for execution in other materials, such 
anor. textiles, carpets, etc. 

ere were two exhibits on view last week, 
the most striking being by Mr. Michael 
Healy, with whose work most Dublin lovers 
of good glass are familiar. Mr. Healy's 
exhibit was a circular window executed from 
his cartoon, “ Good Saint Anne,” which he 
exhibited, and which was much admired at 
the Arts and Crafts Society’s exhibition last 
October. The dominant note in Mr. Healy s 
work is his profound feeling for unity—unity 
of feeling, both emotional and literary ; unity 
of form, of colour and of line: One feels 
that he is in perfect agreement with the mind 
behind the old: Sanskrit book which describes 
the essential elements of a picture as being— 
first, separate forms, secondly proportions, 
and thirdly the emotional idea. hese facts, 
as it were, being brought together, it waited 
only for the artist, by the assertion of his 
personality, to bring them all to such a 
perfect and proved relativity that complete 
expression of some one fact was eventually 
iven through the harmony of the many. On 
ooking at this window one feels that it was 
somewhat after this manner that Mr. Healy 
gathered his materials together, and then 
gc. se ee but nevertheless insistently, 
rallied and subdued them under the banner 
of his ideal of harmony, ultimately arriving 
at creation through the unity of perfect rela- 
tionship. 

To come to more technical points, one is 
grateful to this artist for his judicious use 
of small pattern and the process known to 
glass painters as ‘‘aciding.’’ At a recent 
exhibition of glass jn Dublin one felt 
bewildered and vaguely irritated at the vision 
of several feet of glass of beautiful colour 
and translucency «covered with laboriously- 
Éhaish but rather unintelligible, ornament. 
Where a window is painted like this, one 
merely gets. a blinding vision of a mass of 
pin-points of sparkling light, as if all the 
stars of the firmament were packed close 
together into one small space without the 
relieving masses of the sun and moon, and 
billowy clouds floating among them. This 
sort of thing is very decorative and pleasant 
when used in moderation, as it is in Mr. 
Healy’s window, where, by being intro- 
duced into various forms not specially 
intéresting in themselves, such as the borders 
on the drapery and the. wings on the figures, 
it forms an interesting and happy contrast 
without at all detracting from the dominance 
and ynterest of the figures. Mr. Healy has 
already been praised as a draughtsman and a 
competent workman, but to us he appears, 
first, last, and always, as a designer of quite 
exceptional quality ,an artist in the highest 
sense of the word—that is, in the creative 
sense. . 

We have. left but little space to deal with 
the work of Miss O’Brien, which in this case 
is a memorial window for Castledermot 
Church. ‘The: artist has taken as her subject 
the parable of the Sower and the Seed, and 
has turned out quite ap interesting version of 
this rather well-worn story. Miss O’Brien has 
been a practising glass painter for many years 
past, and has an excellent colour sense, as is 
manifested in this window. Regarding design, 
the figure of the sower moves perhaps too 
quickly for a piece of work which is intended 
to be stationary. This would, of course, not 
matter if the setting tothe figure corre- 
sponded, but in this case the remaining forms 
of the design are quiet almost to flatress, and 
it gives one a discordant jolt to see a figure 
hurling itself through country, which is 
nursery-dado-like in its placidity. However, 
the window, as a whole, is quite pleasing, 
and Miss O’Brien is to be congratulated on the 
result which she has obtained.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

A wireless message from Captain Graalfe, 
of the Westphalia, gives the details of the 
rescue of the 27 men of the crew of: the 
Dutch freighter Alkaid, which was set on fire 
in order to prevent her becoming a derelict. 
It further reveals that Captain Roos, of the 
Alkaid, was. nearly drowned when he fell be- 
tween the reseue boat and the steamer. 

The: Westphalia received the 8.0.S call 
at two o'clock yesterday morning, and by 
using the wireless direction-finder was able 
to locate the Alkaid’s position. 

“The calls from the distressed vessel were 
of the most urgent nature,” reports Captain 
Graalfe, “and I went at all speed, sighting 
the Alkaid at. 11.15. 

“Heavy seas. were washing over the whole 
of the ship’s rails, fore and aft. The deck- 
houses had been carried away, her boats were 
smashed, and her decks badly damaged. It 
was impossible to begin rescue work on Sun- 
day, and we waited. for -better weather.

THE NEW ROADS ACT. 


COUNTY LOUTH’S PECULIAR 
POSITION. 


Under the new Act of 1925 regulating the 
procedure for the repair and improvement of 
roads, the main roads in both urban and 
rural areas must be paid. for and the money 
raised by the County Council of each county.

AMERICAN ECONOMIST. 

It is, I am told, incorrect to say that 
the tribunal will conduct. its investiga- 
tions under the chairmanship of Mr.

‘guished American economist and will act 
in an advisory capacity to the Com- 
mission. This is not the first time that 
Mr. Willis has been asked to give the 
benefit of his wide experience to a State 
Commission of this kind.. For several 
years he acted as Secretary of the 
‘Washington Federal Reserve Board, and 
was consulting economist to similar insti- 
tutions in the United States and outside. 


AUSTRALIAN STATE BANK. 
The only other outside financial expert 
on .the Free State tribunal is Mr. 
Campion, the London Manager of the 
Commonwealth Bank of Australia. This 
bank, it may be mentioned, is a State- 
| owned concern. It was established abont 
fifteen years ago, and, for its maintea:nce 
and ~ obligations, the Commonwealih 
Government is entirely responsible.

In the Commons Mr. Clynes, in the 
absence. of. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, led 
the Oppositioh in the debate on the 
Address. He argued that the Govern- 
ment’s promises made on the eve of the 
election. had -been flagrantly broken. He 
dwelt more, however, on omissions’ from 
the Speech than on its contents. Why, 
he asked, were food prices higher than 
before, ‘and what about the Land Com- 
qission ? 

Mr. Lloyd George, on the other hand, 
expressed agreement with certain matters 
in the Speech. In regard to the coal 
industry, he thought that no amount of 
conciliation and good-will would put, it on 
its feet without a subsidy. 

The Prime Minister, in his reply t 
criticisms, admitted that there would be 
some little delay in calling the Conference 
on Armaments, but tliis might enable 
Russia to decide whether she would come 
in or not. 

Discussing unemployment, he reminded 
the House that no striking measures for 
dealing with the problem could be taken 
unless they could secure more uniformity 
among all countries in regard to hours. 

In the matter of the coal subsidy, he 
believed that the peak had been reached, 
and that in future there would be a con- 
siderable falling in the monthly amounts.

My relations with foreign Powers continue 
to be. friendly. Since Parliament rose, my 
Ambassador at Constantinople has proceeded 
to Angora, with a view to arrive at a definite 
settlement of questions in connection with 
the Turco-Iraq frontier, My Government 
cordially reciprocate the desire of the Turkish 
Government for the promotion of the 
friendliest relations between Turkey and 
Great Britain. 

A treaty between myself and His Majesty 
the King of Iraq, carrying out the stipula- 
tidn laid down in the decision of the Council 
of the League of Nations has been signed by 
our respective representatives, and has been 
approved by the Parliament of Iraq. It will 
be submitted to you without delay. 

One of my Ministers will proceed to 
Geneva as British representative on the Pre- 
paratory Committee on Disarmament, which 
is to work out the bases of a general Confer- 
ence on. the -reduction of armaments. In 
the opinion of my Government, a substantial 
step forward in that direction should now be 
possible, as.a result of the system of security 
created by the Treaty of Locarno, and sub- 
‘sidiary agreements. 3 
1 My Government have recently received in 
London the Finance Minister of Italy, ac- 
companied by a distinguished delegation, and 
have concluded an agreement which provides 
for the funding of the Italian war debt to 
this country, on fair and honourable condi- 
tions. I rejoice that a friendly settlement 
has been. reached of this difficult question. 

Invitations are being issued to the Govern- 
ments of Belgrum, France, Germany and 
Italy to attend a Conference in London to 
consider ‘the possibility of securing an effec- 
tive international agreement. for regulating 
hours of labour.

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AMBASSADOR’S COMPARISON. 
i NEW «ORK, Tuesday. 

Sir Esme Howard, addressing the New 
England Society to-day, called attention fó 
the fact. that the Pilgrim Fathers, although 
they left England on account of _ religions 
differences, yet had enough fondness for the 
homeland to name nearly all their cities and 
towns after the towns and cities of England. 
They left an island of meadows, the Am- 
bassador continued, and found a comtinent of 
mountains and forest. With all this differ- 
ence in environment, Americans and Engiish- 
men were much alike. The differences were 
superficial, the likeness fundamental, the 
reason being that, both were descendants of 
the ‘same hardy stock. Such essential simi- 
larity, with minor differences, he held to be 
the basis of the strongest friendships.

SUBSIDY PROBLEM. 


Mr. Lloyd George rather astonished the 
House by oa gg his general agreement 
with the Speech. Members of the Labour 
Party, he said, wondered what the political 
world was coming to, and inquired whether 
he, too, was “ going over.” The right hon. 
gentleman, in the Asquithian phrase, advised 
them to “wait and see,” but the House 
gathered that he was not at present 
“- qualifying for transit,’ and, indeed, 
Mr. Lloyd George almost immediately em- 
barked upon a criticism of the Government 's 
policy in regard to inter-Allied debts and the 
coal problem. 

As to the latter, there were a number of 
things on which he wanted information. Was 
the coal subsidy to be withdrawn in May? 
If so, by what process was the jack 
to be withdrawn from under the machine? 
It seemed to him that when the Government 
undertook this obligation they seriously mis- 
calculated the amount of money which was 
involved, iand had no idea of the complica- 
tions which would arise. No amount of con- 
ciliation and good-will was going to put the 
coal industry on a footing that would enable 
it to do without a subsidy. 


MR. BALDWIN’S' REPLY. 
THE ITALIAN DEBT, 


The Prime Minister began by explaining 
that there was likely to be some little delay 
in calling a conference to deal with the ques- 
tion of armaments. It was hoped, however, 
that this delav would enable Russia to make 
up its mind whether it would join in such a 
conference. One of the greatest difficulties, 
so far, in the way was that of finding some 
common ground on which the East and West 
could meet.

RATE COLLECTORS RE-APPOINTED.

The conditions of the appointment were 
that the collector would be relieved of the 
collection of arrears.

KINGSTOWN URBAN 
COUNCIL AFFAIRS. 


DISTRICT COURT SITTINGS: 
PAYMENT OF RATES. 


At the meeting of the Kingstown Urban 
Council last night the following resolution 
was passed, on the motion of Mr. E. J. 
Mallins, Chairman, seconded by Mr. F. 
O’Brien :— i 
“That; because of the grave incon- 
venience to suitors entailed by going into 
the city, as at present, this Council urges 
the Ministry of Justice, or other proper 
authority, to have sittings of the District 
Court held in Kingstown every week, as 
formerly.’’

LANDLORDS’ LIABILITY.

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ACCUSED DOCTOR CALLED. 
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DID NOT CARRY A 
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The trial of Dr. Patrick Purcell, Blessing- 
ton, County Dublin, and Leo J. Dillon, an 
ex-Superintendent of the Civic Guard, for the 
murder of Elizabeth O'Neill, otherwise, known 
as “ Honour Bright,’’ on the morning of June 
9th, 1925, at Ticknock, County Dublin, was 
continued, before Mr. Justice Sullivan, in 
Green street Courthouse, Dublin, yesterday. 


Bewley (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) prosecuted. Mr. Joseph O'Connor, BC:, 
and Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr. 
J. McCarroll, solicitor) appeared for Purcell ; 
and Mr, E. Sheehy (instructed by Mr. H. G. 
Donnelly) represented Dillon. 
EVIDENC™ OF CAB DRIVERS. 
Evidence was given by James M€Cabe, a 
cab driver, living at James’s Gate, that at 
2.40 o'clock on the morning of June 9th he 
saw the grey two-seater motor car already 
referred to on St. Stephen’s Green. Dr. Pur- 
cell and “ Honour Bright” were together. 
Purcell, who was looking for the change of a 
£1, complained of being “ let down ’ by a 
tall, girl with “bobbed hair.” A taxi-cab 
came along, into which the girl entered and 
drove away. The prisoners drove away in the 
two-seater car some time later. 
Answering Mr. O'Connor, the witness said 
that when the taxi-cab came up the driver 
nodded to ‘‘ Honour Bright,” and, apparently, 
he wanted “to pick her up.” i 
Ernest Woodroof, a taxi-cab owner, said 
that when pe arrived in St. Stephen's Green 
at 2.40 o'clock on the morning in question he 
saw the grey two-seater car drawn up, and 
wear It were standing two men and two girls. 
He recognised one of the girls as “ Honour 
Bright, who went over to him, and, having 
_Spoken to him, got into the ear. He drove 
her along Merrion row, Adelaide road, and 
when they got to the South Circular road he 
stopped the car and she got out. He then 
turned round, and as he was proceeding in 
the direction from which he had come he saw 
a small grey two-seater car passing him. 
There were two men in the car, one of whom 
was Dr. Purcell. 
Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, he said 
he knew Purcell because he had seen him at 
the car into which “ Honour Bright ” got. 
He had never seen him before. He knew the 
deceased girl for some months, was aware of 
her character, and had spoken to her twice 
He was in the Queen’s Theatre that night, 
and after he came out he drove round the 
city looking for ‘‘ fares.’’ 
‘ere you trying to pick up girls ?— No. 
You are of a rather optimistic turn of mind 
driving around the city until 2.45 a.m. ?—I 
had a breakdown in Suffolk street. 
Answering further questions, the witness 
said that lie first heard that “ Honour Bright” 
was. found dead at Ticknock on the féllowing 
Wednesday. 
He denied that he had been in the British 
Army, or that he had a revolver. He knew a 
Mrs. Traynor in Ashford, but had never 
shown her a revolver, as he never had one. 
Pressed on this point, the witness admitted 
that he had a revolver two years ago. He 
bought it from a man named Doyle for #2, 
but got frightened and handed it back on the 
following day, but did not get his £2 back. 
Asked how many other girls he knew, he 
named two others. 
Re-examined, he said that there was uo 
truth in the suggestion that had been made in 
closs-examination that he took ‘‘ Honour 
Bright ” to Ticknock and murdered her there. 
WITNESS RECALLED.

DR. PURCELL’S EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Purcell, one of the accused, was then 
called and examined by Mr. O’Connor. He 
stated that on the morning in question he 
arrived at St. Stephen’s Green at about one 
o'clock. He spoke for a few minutes to the 
deceased girl and her companion as he 
stopped at the Shelbourne Hotel, into which 
he went to look for the other accused, and, 
having found him, they returned to the car 
and started to go home. As the car got to 
the gate of St. Stephen’s Green the deceased 
and her companion were standing there, and 
they shouted to them. He stopped the car 
and both of them got out and chatted to 
the girls for about a quarter of an hour, 
Dillon took the deceased to the gate of St. 
Stephen’s Green and the witness walked up 
Hume street, with the other. 

Asked how many drinks he had had that 
day, the witness said that he could not re- 
member, but that he had more than twelve 
drinks. He had a one pound note left when 
he arrived at St. Sterhen’s Green, and 
wanted to get it changed. While he was 
trying to get the change his car was driven 
off, but in a short time it returned from the 
direction of St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

The statement that he made about losing 
a cigarette case and the sum of £11 was not 
true—he probably made it as a kind of drunken 
boast. He denied having stated that if he 
got the girl who stole it, he would ‘‘do her 
in,” and if he could not get her he would 
“do in”. some other girl and take her into 
the country. 

He had no revolver in his possession that 
day. He left his house at 10 o’clock in the 
morning and the only thing that he had in 
his hip pocket was his stethescope, which 
he always carried there. He and Dillon got 
into the mortor car about 4 o'clock on the 
morning in question and went straight home. 
He did not see the deceased girl after he left 
her with Dillon that morning. He had 
nothing whatever to say to her murder and 
knew nothing good, bad or indifferent about 
it.

MILITARY OFFICER WITNESS. 

Captain Stapleton, Chief Ordnance Officer. 
National Army, giving evidence as to the 
calibre of the automatic revolver which Dr. 
Purcell handed’ to the police, said that the 
bullet (produced) which was found ir. the body 
of *“‘Honour Bright’’ could not have been 
fired from the revolver. 

Guard O'Sullivan, Blessington, gave 
evidence of having gone to Dr. Purcell in 
the morth of January, 1925, and asked him to 
put in writing an application which he had 
made for a permit to keep a revolver. The 
doctor showed him two revolvers on that 
occasion. ‘ 

On the morning of June 9th, about 4.30 or 5 
o'clock, the two prisoners arrived in a grey 
motor car at the barracks. 

Guard McCaffery said that when the 
prisoners arrived that morning Purcell and 
Dillon asked for a glasa of water. 


POLICE OFFICERS EXAMINED. 
Detective - Inspector O'Connell, in his 
evidence, stated that he found that the coat 
which had been given to Purcell in Bless- 
ington Barrack was stained as if the person 
wearing it had sat on grass, and in one of 
the pockets was a small piece of briar. He 
dreve from the Shelbourne Hotel to Ticknock 
and to the barrack at Blessington in exactly 
one hour, in a Morris Cowley car.

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A LEGAL PUZZLE. 
SEQUEL TO ERNE FISHERY

Erne Fishery Board of Conservators, Bally-
